George Wolf of 605 Oge- 
maw, succumbed to the 
unusual syndrome last Wed. 
February 28th, following a 
battle against the ailment 
that began about a week 
earlier. 

Lisa had experienced sym- 
ptoms of listlessness and 
persistent vomiting fottow- 
ing a bout with the flu 
occurring several days earii- 
er. That, according to health 
officials, Is typical of the 
symptoms that precedes the 
illness, which has also been 
known to follow chicken pox 
and other virus diseases. 

Concern about Lisa’s well 
being resulted in her parents 
seeking medical attention at 
Mercy Hospital here in Gray- 
ling. An alert diagnosis by 
an emergency room physi-

Apply Now 
For Spring 
Project Permits 


Roscommon— Waterfront 
" improvement projects should 
commence now, with careful 
pianning and appropriate 
permit application. This re- 
minder was issued today by 
the Department of Natural 
Resources from the Regiona! 
Office in Roscommon. 

Each summer thousands 
of projects are undertaken to 
construct retaining walls, 
deepen access channels, 
sand lake bottom bathing 
areas, and otherwise improve 
the usability of lakefront or 
riverfront property. These 
projects, as well as any other 
project that inlcudes work 
below the ordinary high 
water mark of a lake or 
stream, must be under per- 
mit from the Department of 
Natural Resources. 

Two State laws govern 
waterfront projects, These 
are the Inland takes & 
Streams Act (346, P.A: 1972) 
and the Great Lakes Sub- 
merged Lands Act (247, P.A. 
1955). These laws cover work 
on the Great Lakes, any 
infand lake targer than five 
acres, and any river or creek. 

The laws require persons 
planning waterfront projects 
to submit their plans for 
public review. The purpose 
of these statutes is to 
protect the rights of adjacent 
riparian property owners, 
as well as the interests of the 
public, from ill conceived or 
damaging projects. 

Those who begin projects 
on the water without the 
proper permit face either 
criminal or civil prosecution. 

Application forms for the 
permits are available at any 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources office. They are also 
available by mail from the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, Land Resource Pro- 
grams Division, P.O. Box 
30028, Lansing, Mi 48909. 

“You should apply early 
for your permit,” advises 
Sikkenga, Regional 
Submerged Lands Supervi- 
sor for the Department of 
Natural Resouces in the 
northern Lower Peninsula. 
"The law specifies that the 
project plans be on public 
‘notice for 20 days before a 


decision is made to issue or 


deny the permit. However, it 


may take as many as 60 days 
to complete processing of 
the application, depending 
on whether or-not. we receive 
a complete application with ° 


proper drawings.”

Just substitute 
maple syrup for sugar in 
your favorite recipe by using 
one and One-half cups syrup 
for each cup of granulated 
Sugar. Baked goods made 
with maple syrup should be 
baked 25 degrees lower than 
the same recipe using sugar. 
Be sure to add one-quarter 
teaspoon soda for each cup 
of maple syrup and cut down 
any liquids by one-half where 
sugar is eliminated. 

Each year in Michigan an 
average of 85,000 galions of 
syrup are produced, fifth 
highest production in the 
nation, according to Mich- 
igan Department of Agricu}- 
ture officials.

An unborn baby shows a sharp 
decrease in chest breathing ma- 
uon after its mother smokes only 
iwo Cigarettes, according to new 
ultrasound findings. A disturbing 
image? Every pregnant woman 
who reaches for a cigarette ought 
to keep that image before her. 

A fetus cannot be expected to 
thrive with a limited supply of oxy- 
ven. Yet that is essentially what 2 
mother who smokes is asking her 
fetus to do. 

Research from our laboratory 
shows that smoking in pregnancy 
Causes a decrease in the fetal ovy- 
gen supply. Nicotine sets off 4 sym- 
pathetic nervous system discharge 
that causes constriction of blood 
vessels leading to the uterus. Asa 
result. the blood flow carry int oxy- 
gen to the fetus is reduced. This

The state is keeping a. 


watchful eye on insurance 
companies doing business 
in the state to make sure the.

Acting insurance Commis- 
sioner Jean Carlson has an- 
nounced that all rate appli- 
cations filed by insurance 
companies after January 29 
must indicate whether the 
proposals will cause rate in- 
creases for a company or 
group to exceed the federal 
guidelines. 

All companies and rating 
bureaus must notify the 
state Insurance Bureau by 
January 29 whether they 
intend to apply the guide- 
lines to companies business 
expenses.

Donaid Burkley, Grayling, 
Michigan has been named a 
diniomate of the American 
Board of Family Practice 
(ABFP) as a result of passing 
a certification examination 
offered by the ABFP. He is 
now certified in the medical 
specialty of family practice. 

The intensive 2-day written 
examinatioii is designed to 
prove the candidate’s ability 
in the areas of internal 
medicine, surgery, cbstet- 
rics, gynecology, pediatrics, 
psychiatry and community 
medicine. 

To qualify for the exami- 
nation a physician must have 
completed either a 3-year 
family practice residency or 
have been in family practice 
a minimum of six years and 
successfully completed 300 
hours of continuing medical 
education approved by the 
American Academy of Family 
Physicians. 

ABFP diplomates also 
must continue to show proof 
of competence in the field of 
comprehensive, continuing 
care of the family by being 
recertified every six years.

Evergreen planted around 
the home can be esthetically 
satisfying as well as practi- 
cal, if they are chosen 
thoughtfully and given adé- 
quate care. : 
. “These plants provide a 
lively look of stability, per- 
manence and color contrast, 
and many people consider 
them to be an_ essential 
element in home design,” 
says Joseph T. Cox, Exten- 
sion specialist in landscape 
architecture. “Form, color, 
preferred growing condi- 


tions, hardiness and ultimate © 


mature size should be con- 
sidered when .choosing. the 
type of evergreen needed.” 
The selecition and place- 
ment of evergreens should 
bé based Upon need in the 
overall landscape design. 
Not cvery piant will Tit every 
need. There are, however, 
suitable plants for every 
need, including foundation 
plantings, background plant- 
ings erosion control, ground 
cover, wildlife habitat and 


screens against wind, sun,” 


sight and sound. 

Proper spacing between 
plants is important. The 
distance between the centers 
of plants should be equal to 
the average mature spread of 
those plants. Spacing for 
plantings adjacent to build- 


ings is also important. The — 


best results occur when the 
distance from the building to 
the center of the plant is 
one to 1-% times the mature’ 
spread of the plant. Recently 
the trend has been to plant 
even farther awayd from 
buildings. 

Masses of a few types of 
plants are usually more 
satisfying to the eye than 
one or two of many types of 
plants. 

Selection and arrangement 
of appropriate evergreens are 
not the onty considerations. 
The planting site must meet 
the water, sun and _ soil 
reauirements of the plants. 
Before planting, have your 
soil tested, not only for 
nutrients, but also for acid- 
ity. Some evergreens need 
special acid soil. Water 
requirements are important, 
too, especially if periods of 
drouth affect your area. Help 
in choasing and placing 


. evergreens can be obtained 


from a landscape architect, a 
nursery or a garden center. 

A general guide to ever- 
greens, describing — their 
shape, height, spread, uses 
and preferred growing condi- 
tions is available.
